Now  is  the  time  for  OMI 
residents  to  begin  thinking  about 
the  future  of  the  Farragut  School 
site  at  625  Holloway.  The  building 
will  not  be  earthquake-proofed 
and  cannot  be  used  as  a  school 
after  June,  1975.  The  site  is  owned 
by  the  city,  not  the  school  district, 
and  the  city  has  not  released  any 
information  as  to  its  plans,  if  any, 
for  the  building  or  the  site. 

The  Ingleside  Community  Edu¬ 
cation  Center  is  presently  located 
there ;  an  earlier  survey  of  more 
than  200  OMI  residents  indicated 
that  Farragut  was  considered 
then  the  best  site  available  for  the 
community  education  center  and 
many  people  would  like  to  see  the 
center  remain  there. 

A  number  of  other  ideas  have 
been  informally  mentioned 
though:  a  park,  facilities  for  the 
community  college  district,  an 
opportunity  high  school,  low-cost 
housing. 

It  is  important  that  OMI 
participate  in  the  city’s  planning 
process  rather  than  simply  react 
after  a  decision  has  been  made. 

The  OMI-CA  Community  Plan¬ 
ning  Committee  is  preparing  to 
conduct  a  survey  in  Farragut’s 
immediate  vicinity  to  determine 
the  preferences  of  the  residents; 
suggestions  and  ideas  from  the 
community  at  large  will  also  be 
welcomed.

A  new  look  for  Muni  is  a  step 
closer  to  reality.  On  October  10 
the  City  Planning  Commission 
approved  the  Environmental  Im¬ 
pact  Report  on  the  Muni  Metro 
Rail  Center. 

The  Muni  Metro  Rail  Center 
will  be  built  in  the  area  bounded 
by  San  Jose  Avenue,  Geneva 
Avenue,  the  Balboa  Park  BART 
Station  and  Ocean  Avenue.  This 
facility  will  include  a  repair 
shop,  track  storage  area  for  110 
street  cars,  circulation  loop  and 
permanent  terminal  for  the  K 
and  M  lines,  an  underground 
garage  with  127  parking  spaces 
for  Muni  employees,  space  set 
aside  for  a  133,000  square  foot 
office  building,  and  air  rights 
over  the  storage  tracks  for 
future  commercial  development. 
The  repair  shop  on  the  corner  of 
Ocean  Avenue  and  San  Jose 
Avenue  will  be  500  by  300. 
The  floor  to  ceiling  height  would 
be  19  f§et  for  most  of  the  shop, 


rising  to  34  feet  in  the  gantry 
crane  section.  The  area  along 
Ocean  Avenue  and  San  Jose 
Avenue  will  be  landscaped  with 
trees  and  shrubs. 

The  present  Ocean  Motor  Divi¬ 
sion  will  be  moved  to  the  new 
Tubbs  Division  now  being  built  in 
the  Potrero  District.  This  facility 
is  planned  for  street  cars  only. 

The  construction  will  be  in  two 
phases.  Phase  one  involves  the 
demolition  of  the  existing  Ocean 
Motor  Coach  Division  shops  and 
clearance  and  grading  of  the  site 
for  construction  of  the  Rail 
Center  shops  and  underground 
parking  facility  for  employees. 
This  work  will  start  in  approxi¬ 
mately  February  1975  and  be 
completed  approximately  July 
1975.  Phase  two  will  be  the 
demolition  of  the  Elkton  Rail 
Shop  with  the  replacement  by 
the  rail  storage  trackage  and 
outer  circulation  loop.  This  will 
start  approximately  September 
1976  and  be  completed  approxi¬ 


mately  May  1977. 

Ah  Environmental  Impact  Re¬ 
port  is  now  required  for  projects 
such  as  the  Muni  Metro  Rail 
Center.  These  reports  include 
description  of  the  facility  and 
such  information  as  landform, 
geology,  hydrology,  air  quality, 
noise,  community  services,  traf¬ 
fic  and  parking.  Some  of  the 
information  is  technical ;  some  is 
not.  It  is  not  an  architectural 
review  of  the  facility  so  detailed 
drawings  are  not  included. 

A  letter  was  sent  to  Dr.  Selina 
Bendix  of  the  Environmental 
Review  Office  saying  that  the 
OMI-CA  Board  of  Directors  ap¬ 
proved  with  one  exception  the 
building  of  the  Muni  Metro  Rail 
Center.  The  one  exception  is  that 
of  selling  the  air  rights  over  the 
track  storage  area.  The  height 
limit  is  160  feet  which  is  about  13 
stories.  Anything  of  this  height 
will  block  or  partially  block 
views  of  San  Francisco  Bay  for 
many  residents.

Among  them  will  be  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  Police  Community 
Relations  Board,  the  Delin¬ 
quency  Prevention  Commission, 
the  MUNI,  and  the  California 
Youth  Authority. 

We  hope  you  will  attend:  the 
ability  of  your  law  enforcement 
officer  to  perform  his  duties  as 
he  is  expected  to,  and  in  an 
efficient  manner,  depends  great¬ 
ly  on  you.

PROPOSITION  J 

Josiah  Ridge,  Lakeview  Summit,  Columbia  Heights  and  the 
Lakeview-Ashton  hilltop  are  OMI  sites  which  should  be  brought  into 
the  City’s  park  and  recreational  system  —  if  Proposition  J  passes. 

These  four  heavily-used  hilltops,  privately  owned  at  present,  have 
been  recommended  for  purchase  by  the  City  for  park  and  recreation 
purposes. 

Proposition  J  would  set  up  a  $37.5  million  fund  for  the  acquisition, 
development  and  renovation  of  open  space. 

The  OMI  community  could  stand  to  benefit  greatly  by  the  passage 
of  Proposition  J,  since  it  has  four  hilltops  in  its  area  and  a  fifth, 
Martha  Hill,  across  Monterey  Blvd.,  within  easy  access. 

Additionally,  existing  parks  and  recreational  facilities  which  are 
in  stages  of  deterioration,  would  be  eligible  for  renovation 
assistance. 

Since  Proposition  J  is  near  the  end  of  the  municipal  ballot 
measures  .this  year,  perhaps  it  would  be  a  good  idea  to  vote  for 
Proposition  J  first. 

I  hope  you  will  join  with  me  in  voting  yes  for  Proposition  J  on 
November  5.

Lo,  let’s  hear  a  mournful  cry  for  the  Homing 
Pigeon,  the  American  Buffalo,  the  Mastodon, 
and  the  Neanderthal  Man  —  soon  to  be  joined  in 
the  museum  case  by  a  smiling  caricature  of  our 
neighborhood  butcher,  resplendent  in  white 
apron,  beside  his  faithful  block,  surrounded  with  the  shining,  sharp 
instruments  of  his  trade.  American  ingenuity  has  come  up  with  a 
jubilant,  new  innovation,  “Boxed  Meat,”  which  means  that  the 
slaughterhouses  will  now  cut-up  the  carcass  and  ship  only  what  is 
needed  by  the  retail  outlet,  thereby  saving  on  waste,  freight  and 
butchering  costs,  all  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  consumer.  Being  a 
trusting  soul,  I  am  sure  we  will  experience  tender  treatment  at  their 
pious  hands  similar,  no  doubt,  to  that  doled  out  by  the  sugar  and 
petroleum  industries. 

All  our  meat  will  be  awaiting  us  wrapped  in  plastic,  fat  side  down, 
in  lifeless  refrigerated  bins,  cut  the  American  way  for  the  American 
taste,  by  God!  This  is,  undoubtedly,  the  Packing  Industries  answer 
to  “WIN”,  a  new  federal  license  to  unlimited  profit,  “Whopping 
Income  Now.”  But  it  spells  the  decline  of  a  worthy  profession 
descended  from  the  Medieval  Butcher  Guilds  which  fathered  the 
Bouchers  and  Carcuters  of  France  who  specialized  in  the' 
preparation  of  meats  and  poultry  in  regular  and  unique  fashion. 

First  we  saw  the  demise  of  “mock  chicken  legs,”  my  childhood 
favorite  which  combined  veal  and  sausage  shaped  on  a  stick  like  a 
chicken  leg  —  a  beautiful  solution  to  a  child’s  passion  in  a  family  of 
five  for  that  part  of  a  fowl  which  comes  only  in  two.  Next  to  go  will 
be  the  lordly  Crown  Roast,  pork  chops  with  pockets  for  stuffing,, 
boned  breast  of  veal,  paper-thin  sliced  beef  for  sukiyaki,  and  steaks 
cut-to-order. 

In  our  area,  we  are  blessed  with  several  grocery-meat  operations 
that  still  cater  to  your  whim,  some  over  the  telephone  and  most  with 
delivery  service.  For  the  harried  hostess,  housewife,  mother,  or  for 
the  shut-in,  the  pluses  of  this  dying  breed  are  self-evident.  Support 
them!  Find  some  of  them  listed  in  your  OMI  NEWS! 

One  example  of  the  talent  available  is  Frank  at  El  Rey  Market 
who  was  the  first  butcher  to  prepare  me  a  lamb  crown  roast  for  a 
large  gathering  when  I  was  still  a  carefree  bachelor.  A  Crown  Roast 
is  merely  the  lamb  or  pork  rack  (rib  chops)  trimmed  and  shaped  in 
a  circular  form  to  resemble  a  crown  by  the  butcher.  All  you  do  is 
season  the  roast,  cover  the  bone  ends  with  a  bit  of  foil  to  prevent 
their  charring,  place  in  325  oven  and  bake  30  min.  per  pound  for 
lamb  (or  to  taste)  and  45  min.  per  pound  for  pork.  Prepare  your 
favorite  stuffing  —  try  poultry,  rice,  even  wild  rice  if  your  husband 
is  a  millionaire  or  you’re  willing  to  sacrifice  him  to  debtor’s  prison, 
place  in  center  of  crown  (some  stuffings  can  be  cooked  in  the 
crown),  take  off  foil  and  replace  with  paper  frills  or  crab  apples, 
and  serve.  Voila,  maximum  effect  with  minimum  effort!

What’s  Happening 
....at  Aptos 

By  SHIRLEY  THORNTON 

We  don’t  want  to  toot  our  own  horn  but  we 
wanted  to  share  our  good  news  with  the  OMI 
Community.  You  know,  when  people  are  talking  about  how  poorly 
San  Francisco  students  are  faring  in  reading  when  compared  to  our 
neighboring  cities  I  want  you  to  know  you  can  tell  them  about  Aptos 
Junior  High  and  our  successful  programs.  Last  month  we  gave  an 
overview  of  our  efforts  to  bring  about  more  individualized  programs 
to  aid  students  in  their  academic  development  and,  after  receiving 
the  results  of  our  spring  post  testing  I  want  to  share  the  results  with 
you. 

In  the  fall  of  1973  Aptos  Junior  High  School  opened  with  a  new 
language  arts  and  reading  program  which  is  continuing  this  year  for 
all  seventh  graders  coming  to  the  school.  The  main  part  of  the 
language  arts  and  reading  program  was  the  Reading  Center  staffed 
by  Mr.  Baulne  and  a  teachers’  aid,  Mrs.  W.  Jean  Barnes.  Tne 
Reading  Center  dealt  mainly  with  students  who  needed  remedial 
help  in  reading  and  language  arts  skills  as  well  as  those  students 
who  had  English  as  a  second  language.  Funding  for  this  portion  of 
the  program  came  from  a  grant  from  the  District  Reading  Office 
and  from  the  English  and  Foreign  Languages  Depr  '.ments  at 
Aptos. 

Three  other  teachers  had  classes  scheduled  to  them  three  periods 
a  day  for  the  heterogeneously  grouped  and  the  gifted  students. 
These  classes  served  those  students  who  were  on  or  above  grade 
levels  in  reading  and  language  arts.  The  three  teachers  involved  in 
this  portion  of  the  program  were  Miss  Sterenberg,  Mrs.  McHugh, 
and  Mr.  Cruz. 

There  are  two  other  programs  which  were  established  in  1973  for 
seventh  grade  students.  One  is  a  language  arts-social  studies  block 
taught  by  Miss  Fot:nos  and  Miss  Pendergast  working  as  a  team. 

The  other  is  a  humanities  block  including  social  studies  and 
language  arts,  taught  by  Mrs.  Dignam. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  in  1973  all  seventh  grade 
students  were  given  the  Stanford  Diagnostic  Reading  Test.  They 
were  tested  again  in  late  May  of  1974.  The  test  scores  were  shown  to 
the  children  and  discussed  with  them.  They  were  then  sent  home  to 
the  families  of  the  students. 

The  test  scores  when  compared  between  fall  and  spring  showed 
after  7  months  that  the  students  had  made  considerable  gain  in 
reading  and  language  arts  skills.  The  majority  of  the  students  made 
gains  of  from  one  year  to  as  many  as  four  years  during  that  period 
of  instruction  and  some  students  even  made  greater  gains. 

There  were  many  other  positive  aspects  of  the  programs  which 
were  not  shown  in  test  scores,  but  were  probably  equally  important. 
Such  items  as  attendance,  behavior,  and  attitudes  improved 
considerably.  Cutting,  fighting,  and  vandalism  were  not  6f  any 
concern  to  the  teachers  involved.  Expensive  equipment  and 
materials  were  used  by  the  students  with  no  damage  or  vandalism 
reported.  In  fact  the  students  themselves  registered  pride  in  the 
program  and  were  protective  of  the  equipment  and  materials  used. 
No  students  failed  and  none  were  given  unsatisfactory  citizenship 
grade. 

The  various  parts  of  the  program  were  welcomed  and  warmly 
supported  by  the  entire  Aptos  school  community.  Many  individuals 
and  groups  Visited  the  school  to  observe  the  Reading  Center  and  the 
various  classrooms.  This  concern  and  interest  greatly  encouraged 
the  students  and  teachers  to  continue  their  work  and  to  put  forth 
even  greater  efforts  this  year. 

Next  month  I  will  describe  these  very  successful  programs  in 
greater  detail.  Bye....

He 
also  manages  a  summer  baseball 
program  for  boys.  All  of  these 
programs  are  open  to  all  neigh¬ 
borhood  young  people. 

Bud  obviously  enjoys  working 
with  young  people;  his  concern, 
his  sense  of  humor  and  his  hard 
work  have  won  him  the  respect 
and  admiration  of  the  entire 
community.

In  A  Word 


By  S.  L.  CHANDLER 

I  assume  that  Vintage  Books’  Catherine  of  Aragon,  by  my 
Columbia  University  Professor,  the  late  Garrett  Mattingly,  is  in 
print.  It  should  be,  for  the  amount  of  intrigue  in  the  Courts  of  her 
Father,  King  Ferdinand  of  Spain  and  her  husband,  Henry  VIII, 
makes  the  unlamented  Nixon  regime  look  like  the  political  amateurs 
they  were. 

A  good  deal  of  my  paperback  reading  revolves  around  Bantam 
though,  who  puts  out  a  veritable  wealth  of  old  and  new  titles. 

Among  the  new  are  early  Victorian  mysteries  by  Richard  Falkirk. 
The  first,  Blackstone,  deals  with  a  plot  to  kidnap  the-then  Princess 
Victoria  and  features  its  title  character  as  a  reformed  criminal  type 
now  turned  detective.  The  atmosphere  is  brilliantly  recreated. 

I’m  reading  at  press  time  The  Devil’s  Triangle  by  Richard  Winer. 
It  relates  the  disappearances,  over  the  decades,  of  men,  ships  and 
airplanes  in  a  particular  spot  between  Bermuda  on  the  North, 
Florida  on  the  West  and  extending  to  Puerto  Rico  on  the  South.  Very 
interesting. 

Not  too  long  ago  I  got  hooked  on  Earl  Der  Biggers.  He  wove 
Charlie  Chan  from  material  on  a  real-life  detectiye  in  the  Islands, 
long  before  Jack  Lord  ever  joined  the  force.  There  are  only  about 
five  books  in  this  series,  and  so  far  each  of  the  three  I’ve  read  has 
been  delightful.  Look  for  some  male  chauvinism  (spouted,  humbly 
regret  to  say,  by  Chan  himself)  in  Behind  The  Curtain. 

Mary  Loos’  exceptionally  interesting  The  Beggars  Are  Coming 
was  hard  to  put  down.  It  chronicles  the  history  of  both  individuals 
and  the  film  industry  itself  in  those  gay  and  gaudy  days  of  C.B. 
DeMille  and  D.W.  Griffith.  Handled  right,  it  could  be  a  blockbuster 
of  a  picture. 

My  final  suggestion  is  Donald  Bogle’s,  Toms,  Coons,  Mulattoes, 
Mammies  &  Bucks.  The  story  of  how  Blacks  have  been  used, 
abused,  extolled  and  stereotyped  in  motion  pictures  makes  this  a 
work  no  person  who  enjoys  films  can  afford  to  miss.  Things  we 
accepted  so  casually  throughout  the  decades,  now  are  revealed  for 
what  they  were:  a  pandering  to  our  prejudices  and  deep-rooted 
fears,  hopes  and  expectations.  It’s  beautifully  illustrated  with  old 
stills  and  is  a  sheer  delight  to  read.
